Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  V/orks  of  the  City  of  Fort  V/ayne, 
Indiana,  That  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and  extend 
Putnam  Street  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  County  of  Allen  and  State  of 
Indiana.,  from  Wells  Street  to  the  East  line  of  Calhoun  Street  produced 
North  to  intersect  the  South  line  of  Putnam  Street  produced  East.  Said 
opening  and  extending  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for 
street  purposes  a tract  of  land  fifty  (50)  feet  in  Tfidth^  Commencing 
on  the  East  line  of  Wells  Street  at  a point  where  the  North  line  of 
PutnaraeStreet , produced  East  v/ould  intersect  the  same;  thence  East  on
